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DECISION ON 
PETITION UNDER

This request "Response to Invitation to Correct Defects in the International Application" 
filed on 5 February 2004, requesting that the above-captioned international application be 
accepted without the signature of applicant/inventor Sudeepta Aggarwal. No petition fee is 
required. 

BACKGROUND 

On 28 October 2003, applicants filed the present international application with the United 
States Receiving Office (RO/US). 

On 05 February 2004, the RO/US mailed an "INVITATION TO CORRECT DEFECTS 
IN THE INTERNATIONAL APPLICATION" (Form PCT/RO/106), which indicated that as to 
the signature of the international application, the request is signed by what appears to be an 
agent/common representative but the power of attorney accompanying the international 
application was not signed by all the applicants. 

On 25 February 2004, applicants filed the present petition requesting acceptance of the 
international application without the signature of one of the seven named applicants on the 
Request, i.e., applicant/inventor Sudeepta Aggarwal. The petition was accompanied by a letter 
mailed to Ms. Sudeepta in the effort to locate her. 



DISCUSSION 



The statement in the petition and the letter provided by Mr. Carpenter are sufficient under 
37 CFR 1.425 to establish that applicant/inventor Sudeepta could not be found to sign the 
Request because the effort to reach her were unsuccessful.
